Washington, Dec. 21.—After upend­ 
ing the greater part of the last. fortnight 
in 
considering 
the 
liay-Pauncefote 
treaty for the modification of the Clay­ 
ton Bulwer convention of 1850, the sen- 
atc yesterday consumed ouly one hour 
and leu minutes in amending it and 
ratifying it as amended. 
During the 
time tiiere were six roll calls and several 
viva voce votes. 
The first five of the 
roll calls were on amendments offered 
by individual senators and the last one 
OO the resolutions to ratify the treaty as 
amended 
All the amendments except 
i those reported by the committee on for­ 
eign relations were voted down by ma­ 
jorities averaging about 19. 
The ratifi­ 
cation was adopted by a vote of 55 to 18. 
Senator Isidge, who, as a member of the 
committee on 
foreign relations, has 
piloted the treaty through the senate 
since the death of Chairman Davis, lost. 
no time in demauding that tho voting 
j begin when 3 o’clock arrived. 
Tho first roll call was upon Senator 
Elkins’ amendment declaring that. noth­ 
ing contained in this treaty shall be con­ 
strued to prevent the United States 
from acquiring at any time sufficient 
i territory and sovereignty o/er tho same, 
upon which to build, manage, operate, 
defend, fortify, protect and control said 
canal or for any other purposes the 
United Slates may deem best in its own 
interests.” 
It was lost by a vote of 25 
to 45. 
The other amendment roll calls were 
as follows: 
Mr Butler’* amendment to strike out 
section 7 of article 2, prohibiting fortifi­ 
cations--'^ yeas to 44 nays. 
Senator Lindsay who voted against the 
Elkins amendment voted for the Butler 
provision. 
On Mr. Mason’s amendment authoriz­ 
ing the protection of the canal as tile 
United States may deem proper—25 
yeas to 44 nays. 
Ou Senator Bard’s amendrnentseserv- 
ing the right of the United States to 
discriminate in the canal traffic for 
American vessels—27 yeas to 4.'! nays. 
On Senator Tillman’s amendment au­ 
thorizing the defense of the canal aud 
the maintenance of public order by the 
United States—27 yeas to 43 nays. 
Senator Allen’s amendment amend­ 
ing ai tide 2 was voted down viva voce, 
as was also an amendment suggested by 
Senator Teller, practically striking out 
all of article 2. 
All tho amendments suggested having 
been acted upon and those of the com­ 
mittee adopted, the treaty as amended 
was read and the vote taken upon the 
treaty resulting in yeas, 55; nays, 18. 
The following voted nay: — Allen, 
Bard, Bate, Berry, 
Butler, Cockrell, 
Culberson, Daniel, 
Hoitfeld. Martin, 
Mason, Money, Pettigrew, Teller, Till­ 
man. Tnrley, Vest and Wellington. 
The pairs on the treaty vote were as 
follows, two senators for the treaty be­ 
ing paired with one against it, in ac­ 
cordance with the custom: 
Depew and Sewell for, with Rawlins 
agai nst. 
Clark and Simon for, Chilton against. 
Dolliverand Baker for, Tow ne against. 
Cattery and Platt of Connecticut for, 
Jones of Arkansas against. 
Kyle absent and unpaired. 
He was 
for the treaty, but no pair could be se­ 
cured for him. 
The text of the treaty as amended is 
as follows: 
The United States of America and her 
majesty the queen of the united king­ 
dom of (treat Britain and Ireland, em­ 
press of India, being desirous to facili­ 
tate the construction of a ship canal to 
connect the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
and to that end to remove any objection 
which may arise out of the convention 
of April IO, 1850, commonly called ithe 
Claytou-Bnlwer treaty, to the construc­ 
tion of such canal under the auspices of 
the government of the Uuited States 
without impairing the “general princi 
pie” of neutralization established in ar­ 
ticle 8 of that convention, have for that 
purpose appointed as their plenipoten­ 
tiaries: 
The president of Ale United States, 
John Hay, secretary of the stare of the 
Uuited States of America aud lier maj­ 
esty, the queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland, empress of India, the Bt. Hon. 
Lord Pauucefote, G. O. B., G. O. M.G., 
her majesty’s ambassador extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary to 
the 
Uuited States, who, having communi­ 
cated to each other their full powers, 
which were found to be in due form, 
have agreed up the following articles: 
Article I. It is agreed that the canal 
may be constructed under the auspice! 
of the government of the United States 
either directly at its own cost or by gift 
or loan of money to individuals or cor 
potations or through subscription to OI 
purchases of stock or shares, and that, 
subject to the provisions of the present 
convention, the said government shal 


have and enjoy all the right* Incident 
to such construction a* well as the ex- 
elusive right of providing for the regu­ 
lation and management of the canal. 
Article 2 
The high contracting (tar* 
ties desiring to preserve aud maintain 
the “general principle" of the neutrali­ 
sation established in article 8 of tho 
Ulayton-Bulwer coovsatott, which con­ 
vention is hereby superseded, adopt as 
Hie basis of such neutralization, the fol­ 
lowing rules substantially as embodied 
in the con volition between Great. Britain 
and certain powers, signed at Constan­ 
tine!#, (Jct. 99, 1S88, for the free navi­ 
gation of the Hues maritime ceual; that 
is to say: 
I. The canal shall be free and open, 
in time of war as in time of peace, to 
the vessels of commerce and of war of 
all nations, on terms of entire equality, 
so that there shall be no discrimination 
against any action or its citizens, in 
respect of the conditions or charges of 
traffic or otherwise. 
2 The canal shall never he blockaded 
nor shall any right of war be exerted 
nor any act of hostility be committed 
within it 
< 
3 Vowels of war of a lielligereut sha!'. 
not revictual nor take any stores in the 
canal exeopt so far as may lie strictly 
necessary, and the transit of such ves­ 
sels through the canal shall bo effected 
With the least possible delay, in accord­ 
ance witii the regulations in force and 
with only such intermission as may re­ 
sult from the necessities of the service. 
Prizes shall Im in all respects subject to 
the same rules as vessels of Mar of the 
belligerents. 
1*2. No belligerent shall embark or 
disembark troops, munitions of war or 
warlike materials in the canal, except 
in case of accidental hindrance of the 
transit, and in such cases t he transit 
shall be resumed with ull possible dis­ 
patch. 
5. The provisions of this article shall 
apply to waters adjacent to the canal, 
within three miles of either eud. 
Ves­ 
sels of war of a belligerent shall not re­ 
main in such Waters than 24 hours at \ 
any oho time except iu easo of distress 
and in such case shall depart as soon as I 
possible, but a Vessel of war of one bel­ 
ligerent shall not depart within 24 hours | 
from the departure of a vessel of war of 
the other belligerent. 
It is agreed however, that none of tho 
immediate foregoing stipulations iii sec­ 
tions No. I, 2, 8, 4, and 5 of this article 
shall apply to measures which the Unit­ 
ed States may find it necessary to take 
for securing bv its own forces the de­ 
fense of the United States aud the main­ 
tenance of public order. 
ii. Tho plant, establishments, build­ 
ings and and all works necessary to the 
construction, maintenance and opera­ 
tion of the canal shall be deemed to be 
part thereof, for the purpose of thiscon- 
tion and iii time of war as iii time of 
peace, shall enjoy complete immunity 
from attack or injury by belligerents 
aud from acts calculated to impair their 
usefulness as part of the caual. 
7. No fortifications shall tie erected 
commanding the canal or the waters ad­ 
jacent. 
Too United States, however, 
shall lie at. liberty to maintain such mil­ 
itary police along the canal as may be 
necessary to protect it against lawless­ 
ness aud disorder. 
8. The pre ’ent condition shall tie rati­ 
fied by the president of the United 
States, by and M-ith the advice and con­ 
sent of the senate thereof, and by her 
Britannic majesty, aud the ratifications 
shall lie exchanged at Washington or at 
Lindon within six months from the date 
hereof, or earlier if possible. 
In faith, whereof, the respective pleni­ 
potentiaries liav-- sigued thisconveution 
and-thereunto affixed their seals.
